Was a possibility of our sliding off into 
deep water Once free we could put 
on steam aud sall away without mo- 
lestation.

The Food Question 
Collier’s (Canadian edition) of 
August 26th contains an article en- 
titled ‘Westfield --A Pure Food 
Town,” which is sure to be interestin 
to all housekeepers. The people ©o 
Westfield (Mass.) woke up to the fact 
that they. were not getting pure food, 
or pure material for use in food, 
They do not want, and now will not 
have, fruits, jams, etc., in which cer- 
tain preservatives are used, peanuts 
that have been varnished to make 
them look nice, ete. Of the groceries 
tested in the laboratory one of the 
most frequently adulterated is baking 
powder. A delightful concoction, 
nown as a tart proved to be puff- 
paste made with alum, with a jelly 
centre dyed with coal-tar. The art 
icle goes on to say: “So little baking 
powder is used in some homes that 
this product would seem comparative- 
ly unimportant. But a great deal of 
baking powder, however, is used in 
the bought cake and biscuits; and a 
great deal of this is adulterated.” 
The adulteration may be by ammonia, 
which is fraudulent but not injurious, 
or by alum, which is decidedly injur- 
ious, as it hardens the tissues of the 
mucous membranes, As a precaution, 
look at the label and see if the in- 
gredients are stated. Better refuse it 
if alum or something that looks like 
alum (such as alumina) is one of 
them, or if the ingredients are not 
stated by the manufacturer it will be 
well to select some other brand. 
Jams, jellies, catsups, confections, 
gelatines, desert powders, flavoring 
textracts are often colored with coal- 
tar dyes. These dyes are sometimes 
harmless, but very frequently injuri- 
ous depending on the particular com- 
bination. There is one bottle of Creme 
de Menthe at the Normal School 
which contains a coal-tar dye suffici- 
ently poisonous to have killed two 
people. The bottle is almost full but 
the small amount used caused the 
death of a man and his wife, and then 
the product was sent for analysis. Ex- 
tracts are also adulterated with wood 
alcohol and with tumeric, a fraudulent 
adulterant. | 
No doubt many. cities and towns 
will profit by Westfield’s experience 
and follow its exemple.—(Canadian 
Home Journal.) ~*

In diplomatic 
procedure it was most unusual to 
make public any such conversations 
without consulting the other party, 
and knew nothing whatever of Herr 
Von.

He did not ma any complaint, 
however, as he understood the ex- 
igencies of the situation in Germany 
precluded any such consultation. ~ 

Herr Von Kiderlen-Waechter’s state- 
ment was not complete so that he ‘(Sir 
Edward Grey) was under no. necessity 
of putting the part taken by the Brit- 
ish foreign office before the House of 
Commons in a fuller manner. 

The communication made. to the 
British foreign office by the German 
ambassador. Count Paul Molff-Met- 
ternich on July 1 in regard to the de- 
spatch of the German gunboat Panth- 
er to Agadir, in southern Morocco, 
and ‘the ambassador’s explanation in 
regard to that matter, continued Sir 
Edward Grey, made it clear that Ger- 
many regarded a return to the status 
quo in Morocco as impossible, and 
that Germany’s real object. was a_de- 
finite solution of the whole Moroccan 
question.

Calgary.—The cattle of Southern Al- 
berta are in splendid condition, al- 
though the recent cold weather has 
somewhat reduced them in flesh, said 
W. R. Hull, who returned recently 
from a visit to his ranch, where he 
superintended the. shipment of 1,000 
head of beef ‘cattle. “I found,” said 
Mr. Hull, ‘‘a considerable falling off 
in the weight of the cattle from our 
first shipments owing to the storm. 
Feed is plentiful, but with beef cattle 
that are ready for shipment the cold 
weather makts a considerable différ- 
ence in. their weight.” Prices, he 
said, are better than in any former 
year, and oWing to he splendid grass 
they are in a much better candition. 

Hull and Co. have a lease on the 
old Waldron ranch between the Pore- 
upine and Livingstone ranges,; where 
they-ere ranging their stock in winter, 
and also on the Oxley ranch: “There 
appears to be a great scarcity of breed- 
ing stock throughout, the country,” 
said Mr. Hull, “and unless some more’ 
attention is paid to this department 
of stock-raising, I anticipate that beef 
will be very scarce in Alberta in the 
near future.” 


Explosion on the Maine

LESSON X!.—FOURTH QUARTER, 
FOR DEC, 10, 1911, ‘ 


Text of the Lesson, Neh. vi, 1-12. 
Memory Verse, !!1—Golden Text, 
Ps. xxvii, }—Commentary Prepared 
by Rev. D. M. Stearns. 


Chapter v tells of a great wrong 
among tue Jews themselves, for some 
were nolding imortgages on the lands 
und houses of their poorer brethren 
and lending money at a high rate, 
while for twelve years Nehemiah as 
governor had refused to be charge- 
able to the people or to take any 
thing froin them. On the contrary, he 
his own table 150 Jews end 
rulers besides those who came from 
the nations about them, and all this 
at his own expense. 

Chupter vi is a record of his enemies 
from without who earnestly sought to 
do him pegsonal harm. First they 
thought to deo tim mischief by enticing 
him to meet them in one of the vil- 
lages in the plain of Ono. It is ever 
true that the wieked plotteth against 
the just, watcheth the righteous and 
seeketh to slay him (Ps. xxxvii, 12, 
32). But the Lord shall laugh at 
him, for He seeth that his day is com- 
ing. Every emld of God must expect 
to be hated by the world and to suffer 
tribulation and persecution (John xv, 
18-20; xvi, 93; 11 Tim iii, 12), and it 
should be aeeepted as a gift from God 
and a special privilege (Phil. i, 29; I 
Pet. iv, 12, #8) 

Nehemiah’s reply to the first temp- 
tation, in verse 3,‘is worthy of imita- 
tion by all earnest Christian workers 
who ure asked to turn aside from that 
to which God has called them: “TI am 
doing a great work, so that I cannot 
come down, Why should the work 
cease while U leave it and come down 
to you?’ ft is always a wrong kind 
of coming «own to leave any Work 
directly for God, which He has in- 
trusted to us, to confer with world- 
lings or even to attend some kinds of 
committee meetings, or so called min- 
isters’ meetings whieh do not profit. 
All coming «own from any form of 
pride or set is always right and prof- 
itable, for ovr highest place is lying 
low at our Revieemer’s feet, and the 
Lord alone must be exalted, and with 
Him alone must we be occupied. 

Four times they tried in a similar 
way to entiee Him, but he was en 
abled to resist them every time (verse 
4). An old lady who endeavored to 
find something good in every one and 
oe ae was once asked a ee De 
saw anything good in. the devi e 
thoughtfully séptied, “Well, he fivery 
persistent.’ ‘These enemies of Nehe- 
miah were evidently in his employ. As 
to Néhémiah, We was steadfast, ~un- 
movable, abounding in the work of the 
Lord, knowing that his labor was not 
in vain in the Lord (I Cor. xv, 58). 

The fifth temptation was in the form 
of an open letter by Sanballat’s serv- 
ant, in which was written a report that 
Nehemiah: and the Jews thought to 
rebel and make Nehemiah king, and 
therefore they had built the wall and 
appointed prophets to preach that he 
was king in Jerase'em. Beeause these 
things woukt be reported to the king 
at Babylon he wes invited to meet, 
these friends ¢?) and take counsel to- 
gether about the ma‘ter, for of course 
it would grieve them to, see such a 
good man as Nehemiah jn any trou- 
ble. The he faetory, under the super- 
intendanece of the father of lies, has 
been at work ever since the business 
sturted in Eden so long ago, and every’ 
child 6f God inust expect to have some 
turned out for his special benefit. 

Their object at this time was to 
make Nehemiah and the people afraid 
of being reported to the king and thus 
to weaken their hands. But Nehemiah 
had no guilt on his conscience in this 
matter and nothing to fear. He re- 
turned unswer, “There are no such 
things done as thon sayest, but ghou 
feignest them out of thine own heart” 
(verses 8, 9). So he trusted God to 
strengthen his hands. Adam was 
afraid and tried to hide from God 
‘Gen. iii, 10), but he was guilty. God 
does not. give His people a spirit of 
feur (11 Tim. i, 7), and our Golden 
Text shonkd be the bold utterance of 
every believer. Even worse than these 
enemies of Nehemiah were the false 
prophets in the days of Jeremiah, 
who in the name of the Lord were 
prophets of the deceit of their own 
heart, speaking a vision of their own 
heart, causing the people to err by 
their lies and by their lightness (Jer. 
xxili, 16, 26, 32). What shall be said 
of the false teachers of today. who 
with al) the increased light of the New 
Testament speak lies out of their own 
heart in the name of the Lord? What- 
ever ig not aceording to Scripture is 
a lie. 

The next step of the enemy was to 
entice Nehemiah to meet them in the 
house of God and shut the doors of the 
temple lest he should be slain (verse 
10). But Nehemiah perceived that 
this messenger was hired by Tobiah 
and S#nballat to make him afraid, so 
that they might have matter for an 
evil report againt him. Nehemiah’s 
reply ix again brave end full of con- 
fidence in. God “Should saeh a man 
as] flee? And who is here that, being 
as 1 am, would go into the temple to 
save his life? ¥ will not go in” (verse 
11). 80 he handed Tobiah and San- 
the Prophetess Noadiah 
and all the rest of his enemies over to 
God (verse 14). See in verses 17-19 
how m of be nobles in Judah were 
in league’ with Tobiah, hypocrites and 
busybodies,

Entry by proxy may be made at any 
agency. on certain conditions, by father 
mother, son, daughter, brother or sister 0) 
intending homesteader. 

Duties.—S'x months residence upon and 
cultivation of land in each of three years 
A homestcader may live within nine miles 
of his homestead on a farm of at least 80 
acres soly owned and occupied by him or 
by his father mother, son, daughter, bro 
ther or sister. 

In certain districts a homesteader in 
good standing may pre-empt a quarter 
section alongside his homestead, Price 
3.00 per acre, 

Duties—Must reside upon the homestead 
or pre-emption six months in each of six 
years from date of homestead entry (in- 
eluding the time requred to earn home 
homestead! patent) and cultivate fifty 
acres extra, 

A homesteader who has exhausted his 
homestead right and cannot obtain a pre- 
emption may enter for a purchased home- 
stead in certain districts. Price 3.00 per 
acre, Duties—Must reside six months in 
each of three years, cultivate 50 acres and 
erect a house worth $300.00
